Released on $1,000 Bond— Self 


Defense, Says Local Man. 


Charles Wuest, age forty-six, who 
drank an ounce of carbolic acid last 
night at the home of Iii-- brother-in 
law. 
Mart 
Clevenger, 
and 
who 
shortly afterwards was shot in tin 
head by Clevenger, had some chances 
for recovery today. Wuest, took ach 
with suicidal intent because his wife, 
who was at Clevenger's house here, 
refused to return home with him. 


Clevenger was arraigned this a f ­ 
ternoon before Judge S p a r k s on a 
charge assault and battery with in­ 
tent to kill, 
filed 
by 
Prosecute! 
Stevens. His bond was fixed at one 
thousand dollars and it was procur­ 
ed bond some time this afternoon. 


The wound inflicted by Clevenger*' 
shot gun w a s not 
even dangerous 
Although Clevenger poured a broad­ 
side at Wuest when the latter was 
just across the room, only a few of 
the shot took effect in the right side 
of Wuest’s head. 
The skull was not 
even fractured. 


Clevenger said at the jail last night 
that lie shot Wuest in self defense 
lie declared to Prosecutor Stevens 
that W ue-'t had threatened to kill 
him a mint lier of times during the last 
three or four years. 
Clevenger a s ­ 
sorted stoutly that he warned Wuest 
not to (niter the house. 
When he 
started through the door, Clevenger 
shot him once, he said. 


After an examination 
yesterday 
evening about seven o’clock, doctors 
at the Sexton 
sanitorium, 
where 
Wuest was taken, asserted he could 
not live two hours. 
This accounted 
for the 
report this 
morning that 
Wuest was dead. When he began to 
improve, he was removed about ten 
o’clock to the Grand hotel where he 
remained today. 


Physicians stated 
this morning 
that from present indications, Wuest 
would get well if unforseen compli­ 
cations did not 
arise. 
There are 
many tilings which might come lip to 
jeopardize his life. 


Wuest 
told 
Prosecutor 
Stevens 
this morning that a tte r lie had taken 
the acid, had set his baby down in 
tin' road and started back to the 
house, he asked his wife to get him 
a drink of water. 
He said she went 
into the house and he supposed she 
was going to get him water. 
When 
Wuest saw hi< wife standing in the 
room back of Clevenger, he cried out 
to Clevenger to get some water, he 
told the prosecutor. Tie added, how­ 
ever. that his tongue was thick a f ­ 
ter taking the acid. 
It is thought 
that his 
exclamations 
were unin­ 
telligible. 


The only weapon found on Wurst 
was an ordinarv-sized pocket knife. 
Ile stopped on the way to Clevengers 
and asked George Moore, the florist, 
to search him for 
weapons. 
Mr. 
Moore watched Wuest go through his 
pockets, but saw no weapons. 
Mrs. 
Wuest was asked today if her hus­ 
band threatened Clevenger when he 
entered the house and she said 
he 
did not. 
She has been almost con­ 
stantly at his side. 


Clevenger gave himself up peace­ 
ably at his home last night when 
Chief of Police Rosencrance arrived 
to arrest him. 
Fie was taken to jail 
at once and the shot gun lie used to 
shoot 
Wuest is in 
possession 
of 
Sheriff Cavitt.

Plans are under way to organize 
here

The 
hoard of directors of the gate com­ 
pany has voted to purchase from 
three to five fence machines of tin* 
company to he absorbed, pay tor 
them part cash and part stock in 
the new company, reorganize under 
tin1 above mentioned name and take 
over in the new company the amount 
of stock now held by the stockhold­ 
ers of the gate company. 


It is proposed to arrange 
for 
a 
meeting of Rushville bu Anes s 
men 
and have the manager of tho fence 
company come here and explain the 
merits of the fence business. 


The reason advanced by the gate 
company directors in enlarging and 
ibsorbing the fence company is that 
he selling expenses can he reduced 
because tin* 
same 
salesmen 
can 
h indie both the g a t e s and the fence, 
the product of the same factory. 


The business will 
he 
conducted 
on a co-operative baAs, it is pro­ 
posed, and ail stockholders will re­ 
ceive the products of the company 
at twenty per cent discount off tho 
retail price. 
Tho stock that is left, 
after some has been taken up by the 
owners of the fence machines and 
the stockholders of the gate com­ 
pany, will he offered in small blocks 
to 
farmers 
or 
persons 
owning 
farms. 


The absorption of the two 
com­ 
panies by 
the 
proposed 
company 
will mean the enlargement 
of 
the 
gate company’s building here to a c ­ 
commodate ihe business 
which is 
expected. 
Ovei $150,000 worth of 
one style of fence made by tin* com­ 
pany. whose machines will be pur­ 
chased, has boon sold in this and 
Shelby counties by On ca I I trot hers. 
I* hey ha vc also 
sold 
over 
$1,000 
worth of the National 
Gate 
com­ 
pany*" products 
during 
the 
last 
year. 


It will he the policy of tho new 
company, it is stated, to get differ­ 
ent -ivies of machines so that tho 
farmer can buy any style of fence 
he desires. 
It is pointed out that, 
because the freight on wire is much 
cheaper than that on the fence, a 
great saving can be made for the 
farmers cl- Rush county by manu­ 
facturing the fence here. 


It i< believed by the promoters of 
tin* now company 
that 
three 
or 
four counties in this vicinity will ho 
abb' to take the entire output of the 
proposed company. 
It was "tated 
today that a competent superintend­ 
ent, who has had years of expi l i­ 
enee in 
managing 
and 
operating 
fence machines, would be obtained. 


The new company proposes to is­ 
sue a 
prospectus 
and 
when 
the 
stock is subscribed, the stockhold­ 
er" will elect their hoard of direc­ 
tors and officers regardless of the 
officers and directors of 
the 
gate 
company.

From 
present 
indications 
the 
hoard of review will have all it can 
take care of this year as a result of 
the increased assessments made on 
real estate. 
Numerous complaint' 
have been heard since the assessors 
have completed their work and 
the 
statements have been sent to the 
property owners giving notice of the 
increase and stating that the board 
of review would hear all eases s ta r t­ 
ing June I. 


If the real e-tate value of farm 
land in Rush county was assessed as 
high as "Ollie of the property here 
in Richville, 
then it is practically 
certain that all the time tile board 
of review will be taken up with com­ 
plaint" against the increase of as- 
sessments on real estate alone. 
Ac­ 
cording to reports, 
there is 
very 
little property hero in the city on 
which the assessment was not rais­ 
ed. In many cases the property own* 


c t s contend that the advancements 
are too high and for this reason the 
appeal will he taken to the hoard of 
review. 


One instance in Rushville 
where 
the real estate values were pushed 
up high is in North Main street. 
Iii 
one block in Main 
street 
assess­ 
ments of every property owner were 
raised. 
The amounts varied from a 
few dollars up to $500. 
The entire 
block is making arrangements to a p ­ 
pear before the 
board of review. 
The property owners state that they 
understood the assessments were to 
be equalized and believe that their 
assessments are unjust. 
The notices 
instructing tho property owners to 
appear before the board of review 
have been sent out by township as* 
sensor, Earl Priest. 


All of the township assessors in 
the county 
have 
completed 
their 
work of assessing and all but two of 
th*' reports are in tho hands of the 
county assessor, 
Henry Schrader. 
The two that remain out are Ripley 
and 
Walker 
township. 
The 
field 
work mu"t he completed, under the 
law, bv tomorrow and the assessors 
have until next 
Tuesday to make 
their reports to the county assessor. 


The work of assessing started on 
the first day of March, and accord­ 
ing to law, must 
he completed by 
May 15. 
All 
of the 
assessors in 
Rushville township completed their 
work some time ago and Mr. Schra­ 
der hopes to have all of the reports 
in on time. 
Ile will at once prepare 
li"ts for the board of review’. 
The 
complete list of 
mortgage 
exemp­ 
tions is 
also in the 
hands of the 
county assessor. 


The outcome of the kick against 
the high assessments made by prop­ 
erty owners hero 
will he watched 
with interest. 
Some of t hem inti­ 
mated that if the board of review 
gave them no relief they would ap ­ 
peal to the state hoard of tax com­ 
missioners.
